Jack Vorona, a. Defense Intelligence 
Agency official, who said the Russians 
had been mounting a “deliberate, mas- 
sive and longstanding effort to acquire 
Western technologies for direct incor- 
poration into their military and de- 
fense-related industry.” 

Mr. Vororta contended that the Rus- 
sians “have derived significant mili- 
tary gains, particularly in the areas of 
computers,: microelectronics, . signal 
processing, manufacturing, communi- 
cations, guidance ; and navigation, 
structural materials, radars and sen- 
sors of various types.” . 

The United States Government fre- 
quently makes the Russians* work easi- 
er, he said, by publishing technical data 
on military programs. 

For example, Mr. Vorona said, in 
197^ two officials from the Soviet Em-* 
bassy went.to the public library- in 
Milan, Term., to photocopy pages from 
an environmental impact statement 
concerning the construction of a plant to 
manufacture military explosives. ^ 
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
